Western Front", and Earnest Hem- 
mingway's "A Farewell to Arms". 
The first is a brutally frank view of 
war experiences with the A. E. F.; 
it is a story of an artistic, sensitive 
temperament in -revolt against the 
tyranny of war. "All Quiet on the 
Western Front" is apparently the au¬ 
to biographical story of a young Ger¬ 
man private, who with three of his 
classmates, is snatc ed away from 
school at Lie age of nineteen to serve 
in the trenches. At the close of the 
war, Paul is the only survivor, but it 
is his flesh only that has survived 
his spirit is destroyed. "A Farewell 
to Arms", the narrative of the love of 
two people, Lieutenant Henry, serv¬ 
ing with the Ambiance Corps on the 
Italian fiont, and Catherine Barkley, 
an English nurse, is an unforgettable 
account of the twisting effect of war 
on two natures. 

Besides the three war novels list¬ 
ed above, the Library also has, as re¬ 
cent additions, the most authoritative 
and impartial survey of war origins 
that .as appeared to date, namely, 
Sidney Bradshaw Fay's, "Origins of 
the World War". Tile author spent 
more than eight years in the prepar¬ 
ation of this exhaustive treatise and 
his book is considered by reliable 
critics as the best single work on the 
subject in any language. Emil Lud¬ 
wig's brilliant new book, also among 
the new books, "July 14”, is an honest 
study of the question as to the re¬ 
sponsibility of the World War; he 
blames the statesnjen and military 
leaders in power at the Capitols of 
Europe in the ord^r named: Vienna, 
Petrograd Berlin, Paris, and London. 
This astounding, well-documented ex¬ 
pose of the diplomats' betrayal of 
Europe made its first appearance bn 
November f 1 of this year.
